Lstoric  park  is  just  now  being  developed  by  the  State  of  G     ia. 
•st  important  step  toward  its  activation  was  taken  recently  by 
the  construction  of  an  impounding  dam.   This  dam  created  a  7^-acre 
lake  that  is  suitable  for  fishing,  swimming  and  boating. 

Archaeological  investigations  were  carried  on  under  the  direction  of 
qualified  archaeologists  during  the  summers  of  19I4.8  and  19lj-9.   An 
Indian  Burial  Mound  was  included  in  these  excavations  and  sufficient 
material  was  found  in  this  mound  to  justify  the  setting  up  of  an  ln- 
place  exhibit.   A  mound  cover  building  to  house  this  in-place  exhibit 
has  b  B  opened  to  the  "  1950. 

Lrst  un't  of  i  museum  building  is  complete  and  exhibits 

are  being  arranged  and  should  be  open  to  the  public  by  early  1951 .

located  only  a  few  miles  off  U.S.  Highway  27,  one  of  tne  most  traveled 

ores  in  the  nation  which  gives  it  a  favorable  position  for 
attracting  tourists.   It  is  about  25  miles  south      uthbert  and 
les  north  of  Colquitt. 


The  mounds  at  Kolomoki  have  excited  the  curiosity  of  white  men  since 
Early  County  was  first  laid  out  in  I8l6.   The  Creek  Indians  who  once 
inhabited  this  rich  valley  near  the  Chattachoochee  River  looked  upon 
the  mounds  with  awe  and  superstition  and  would  not  disturb  thei  .   They 
were  first  invaded  by  white  men  when  early  settlers  dug  into  the  mounds 
seeking  treasure.   However,  only  bones  were  discovered,  indicating  that 
the  mounds  were  the  burial  grounds  of  an  Indian  tribe  long  extinct. 

The  large  mound  at  Kolomoki  is  one  of  the  most  impressive  in  the  South- 
east,     its  base  it  is  larger  than  a  football  field  and  it  rises  in 
the  form  of  an  elongated  rectangular  pyramid  to  a  height  of  ?7  feet. 
At  its  top  is  a  level  plane  approximately  156  feet  long  and  66  feet 
wide.   It  is  estimated  that  the  piling  of  the  one  hundred  thousand  tons 
of  earth  used  in  building  the  mound  required  labor  equivalent  to  that 
of  one  thousand  savages w orking  for  an  entire  year.   According  to  Mr. 
Jesse  D.  Jen::     ,  an  archaeologist  for  the  National  park  Service,  the 
Kolomoki  Mounds  area  is  rich  in  artifacts  of  the  Swift  Creek  type,  one 
or  the  earlier  Indian  cultures  of  the  Southeast. 

Under  State  supervision,  the  mounds  will  be  protected  from  vandalism  In 
any  form  while  the  area  surrounding  them  is  being  develooe.;.   All  relics 
recovered  will  become  the  property  of  the  State  and  eventually  will  go 
-nto  a  museum.   The  Kolomoki  area  will  prove  of  great  value  to  historian: 
and  archaeologists  in  future  years.
